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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gareis 
et al (US 2003/0074498 A1 ). 

Regarding claim 1, Gareis et al disclose a programmable logic controller for 
performing pulse waves outputting, comprising steps of: a microprocessor (see Figure 
1 , a central processing unit 20, microcontroller 36), for executing a pulse wave output 
program and outputting a command data (see [0023] a command signal); a pulse 
transmitting. unit (30), which is connected to the microprocessor, receiving command 
data from the microprocessor thereby performing pulse waves outputting (see [0023], 
and Figure 5 shows waveforms). 

Regarding claim 2, Gareis et al disclose wherein the transmitting unit is 
connected to the microprocessor via two IO ports (22, 37-39). 

Regarding claim 3, Gareis et al disclose wherein the command data is 
transmitted to the pulse-transmitting unit using a serial transmission (see [0037]). 
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Regarding claim 4, Gareis et al disclose wherein the command data defines the 
pulse wave frequency and the number of pulse waves (see [0056]). 

Claim 6 is similar to claims 1 , 3, and 4. Therefore, claim 6 is rejected under a 
similar rationale. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gareis et 
al in view of Schmidt (U.S. Pat. 4,375,665). 

Regarding claim 5, Gareis et al fail to explicitly disclose the pulse transmitting 
unit being a small microprocessor with eight-bits of memory. 

Schmidt discloses a microprocessor with eight-bit memory in the transmitting unit 
(col. 2, lines 55-59). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to utilize the microprocessor with the eight-bit memory 
as taught by Schmidt into the teachings of Gareis et al in order to store more data and 
to be a more powerful processor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
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subject matter. The language of the claims raises a question as to whether the claims 
are directed merely to an environment or machine which would result in a practical 
application producing a concrete useful, and tangible result to form the basis of statutory 
subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected because the claims do not recite a practical application 
by producing a physical transformation or producing a useful, concrete, and tangible 
results. To perform a physical transformation, the claimed invention must transform an 
article of physical object into a different state or thing. Transformation of data is not a 
physical transformation. A useful, concrete, and tangible results must be either 
specifically recited in the claim or flow inherently therefrom. To be useful the claimed 
invention must establish a specific, substantial, and credible utility. To be concrete the 
claimed invention must be able to produce reproducible results. To be tangible the 
claimed invention must produce must produce a practical application or real world 
result. 

To expedite a complete examination of the instant application the claims rejected 
under U.S.C. 101 (nonstatutory) above are further rejected as set forth below in 
anticipation of application amending these claims to place them within the four 
categories of invention.
